I do not claim to be better than the 
asses of my party, nor do I wish to 
old any responsibility which, on sc- 
ant of the passage of this lav, i 
ght to bear as a member of the 
emocratic organization; neither will 
jermifc myself to be separated from 
y party to such an extent as might 
e implied by my veto of tariff legis- 
tion, which, though disappointing, is 
ill chargeable to democratic effort, 
ut there are provisions in this bill 
lich are not in line with honest tariff 
form, and it contains inconsistencies 
nd crudities which ought not to ap- 


ir in tariff laws or laws of any kind. 
Besides, there were, as you and I well 
now, incidents accompanying 
the 


ge of the bill through congress 


nch made evei^y sincere reformer un- 
ippy, while influences surrounded it 
its latter stages and interfered with 


ia final construction which ought not 


be recognized or tolerated in demo- 
atic tariff reform councils 
And yet, notwithstanding all itsvicis- 
tudes and till the bed treatment it re- 
lived at the hands of its pretended 
-lends, it presents a vast improvement- 


existing conditions It will certainly 
ghten many tariff burdens that now 


it heavily upon the people. It is not 


nly a barrier against the return of mad 
rotection, but it tarnishes a vantage 
round from which must be waged 
rther aggressive operations against 
yotection, monopoly and governmental 
avoritism. 


I take my place with the rank and 
.e of the democratic party who be- 
eve in tariS reform and who know 
hat it ia; who refuse to accept the re- 
ults embodied in this bill at the close 
"the war; who are not blinded to the 
act that the livery of democratic tariff 
efbrm lias been stoles and worn in 
ie servica of republican protection 
nd who have marked the places where 
ie deadly blight of treason has blasted 
ie councils of the brave in their hour

The trusts and combinations—the

37he com is taken just before it be- 


gins to ripen, ground up and stored 
away ready for uao at any time, and in 


this condition it is known as "ensilage.' 
Kept in an airtight room, it retains its 
moisture all winter long and horses 
and cattle like it as a food, and besides 
that it is a great saving, for it makes 
just twice the quantity of nutrioua foo< 
that corn does when it is fed to them 
in ear, twenty tons of it being made 
from an acre. 


This "ensilage," or new process o 


corn food, although it has been in use 
among some farmers and stockmen for 
several year*, has not been generally 
introduced, but they are rapidly begin 
ning to find out its merit and economi 
and many of them are now engaged in 
constructing the apparatus for its man 
ufacture. Messrs. E. 'T. McDonald, T 
B. Ellison, Chas. McCplloch, A, 
Hoffman and others in this county are 
using ii on their farms successfully anc 
they speak of it very highly.

FALL OF HUANG-CHOW. 


A Japanese Stronghold Captur- 


ed By the Chinese* 


Several ftevere Buttles Fought Ia tbe 


HI tlr fitHtrictH of Cor*», In Which 


rblnn Was Victorians. 


SHASCHAI, Aug. 29 —The native press 


lias received information of the re- 
ported battle fought 
between the 


Ihmese and Japanese troops on Aug. 
13 According to these reports 5000 
Chinese troops, of all arms, attacked 
the Japanese forces, which had been 
detailed to guard the Ping-Nang passes 
in the northwest of Corea and eventu- 
ally succeeded m driving Ihe Japanese 
from their positions. It is added that 
a large number of Coreans Socked to 
the Chinese standard, begging for arms 
and asking for permission to form the 
advance guard of the Chinese force 
moving against the Japanese 
On Aug 


14, still according to the reports re- 
ceived by the native press, the Chinese 
were re-inforced by 4 000 troops from 
Tei Chow, and on the day following 
they attacked the Japanese lines at 
/hung-Ho with the result that the 
Japanese retreated. 


On August 16th the Chinese army 


was, the report says, further reinforced 
by 13 000 fresh troops, and on August 
17th they attacked the Japanese, who 
are said to have lost 4,000 arms and 
their heavy baggage. The Chinese, on 
August 18th. advanced to Huang-Chow 
and pas&ing too near tbe Tatung river, 
where thirteen Japanese war ships lay, 
they were attacked by the Japanese, 
who opened fire upon them with the 
ships' guns and inflicted aloss of several 
hundred men upon the Chinese. At 
ebb tide, on the same day. the native's 
reports add, three of the Japanese 
warships found themselves figround 
and were afterward badly d&moged by 
the fire of the Chinese artillery, which 
was handled from ambuah 
The bulk 


of tbe Japanese forces, it is further 


irted, retreated southwards pursued 


by the Chinese cavalry until night 
stopped the letter's advance 
General 


•Yeh, tbe Chinese commander, then 
made a detour and attacked the Japan- 
ese in the rear, completely routing 
them'and capturing Hnang Chow. The 
general news received here does not 
confirm the reports of -these-C 
successes received by the native press.
